REPORT

EDMONTON — Where ‘do you 
find the answers to quéstions that 
crop up in family discussions; club 
and association work and your oc- 
cupation? 

Perhaps you are one of the many 
‘Albertans who turn to “thé library’ 
of the University of Alberts Dept. 
of Extension for help. Not only does 
this important Alberta. institution 
maintain a large colleétion of books 
for circulation throughout the pro- 

; Vince, it also undertakés to answer 
the many questions that pour -in. 

Miss ‘Flora Macleod, extension 
librarian for the past eight yearé, 
estimated that her staff answers | 
130 to 200 ‘questions ‘a ‘month: 

They comé from citizens in small 


towns and villages, rural commun-}° 


ities and isolated: farms—anywhere 
in the province and many centres 
in the far-flung Northland where 
well-stocked libraries are still but 
a dream for the future. 


Maybe. you were the person who 
wrote in asking about missionary 
‘work in Burma or the teachings of 
Unitarianism. It must have been a 
debating society which wanted in- 
formation substantiating.the claim 
tlyat modern woman spends: too 
much time outside the home. Also 
in this category would be the per- 
son who asked for material to prove 
that Boy Scouts are more. beriefi- 
cial than Air Cadets. 

‘ These are just a few of the stran-: 
ger questions, which send the ex- 
tension library staff digging into 
reference books and material for 
the answer, if there is one. 

Prequent requests are received 
for material to prepare speeches on 
various topics, information for 
study groups and books are sent:on 
home-making, farming and mech- 
anics. 

Of course the major task of the 
library is to furnish reading | ma- 
terial. 

: This is done from the library’s 
reserve of some 35,000 volumes of 
fiction and’ non-fiction, of which 
20,000 books are on: the: “open 
shelf.’ A total of 95,000 orders 
were filled during the library’s 
1952-53 year. 

The shelves of the extension lib- 
rary are open to all residents of the’ 
province, except. those in Edmon- 
ton-and Calgary who’ are served 
by large public libraries. Orders 
also are filled for persons in the 
Northwest Territories. - 

A . complete’ catalogue ‘ of the 
books available is compiled each 
‘!year’ and supplements are issued 
every three months to persons who 
have purchased’ the 50-cent. catal- 
ogue. The only charge to the bor- 


- | rower of books is the. cost of post- 


age. 

Despite the growth of libraries 
in Alberta’s smaller communities, 
the circulation of extension library 
books has doubled in the past 10 
years. Miss Macleod feels the rural 
libraries in some ways create a de- 
mand for the literature and. mater- | 
ial of the. extension library. 

The community library generates 
an interest in reading and as the 


citizen’s interest increases his reads |’ 


ing horizons broaden and he steps 


outside the limits of the small + employer providing 


brary.

When a stranger asks you how 
to-reach a certain residence or 
place of business in town, how do 
you go about giving these people 
proper instructions? Do you feel 
inadequately equipped to give’ in- 
structions of your town since there 
are no street or avenue numbers 
and names that you can remember? 
Bonnyville is reaching a size that 


does warrant a street and avenue | 


numbering system, both for res- 
idents and visiting people. The cost 
would be borne by the taxpayer 
where the actual house or business 
numerals are concerned and either 
the town. or some _ organization 
could pay for the cost of setting 
up at every corner an indicator of’ 
what street or avenue it is. The 
total cost of the project would not 
be exhorbitant and. would prove 
to’ be convenient for everybody. 


Since Bonnyville’s birth some 
forty years ago, the various councils 
have ‘adopted street and avenue 
names, chosen from the long list 
of pioneer settlers. These names are 


fine’ and worthy of remembrance |: 


and frequent mention, but serve as 
street names only to those who 
have access to the few maps of the 
town. As.a result of a recent sur- 
vey. we would say that 9 out of 
10 persons don’t know .the name 
ofthe street or avenue on which 
they reside or operate a ‘business. 
This is not a shanieful fact, “put 
just servesto - prove that . even 
though Bonnyville has street names 
nobody knows them but perhaps 
a very few. 


After contacting twenty local 
residents at random, we find that | 
itis the majority of the people’s 
wish to have streets: and avenues 
numbered. Nineteen out of twenty 
residents interviewed strongly op- 
posed the system of names for 
streets and avenues, but favored 
the numerical’ system, something 
like that which is in operation in 
‘Edmonton, ‘not ‘Calgary. 

- No matter what names or what 
system is adopted, something ought 
to be done.
